Souvenirs of a Six Weeks’ Siege 
of the Gate City, 


———_————a 


THE FIGHT FOR ATLANTA, 


Her First Shell and Her Last 
Shot. 


For the Constitution. 
FIRST ARTICLE. 


It was a bot July morn'ng in the sulphurous 

r of ’sixty-four. 
Within te blood-red circle of redoubts and 
breastworks the beleaguered city sweltered 
and throbbed in an agony of terror and tumult. 

The Atlanta of that day was the most im- 
portant stronghold of the confederacy. It was 
at onceacity and a camp. Thirty thousand 
citizens and forty thousand soldiers were pack- 
ed within its bristling ramparts, awaiting the 
ouslanght of the eighty thousand foemen 
whose flaunting colors could be seen advanc- 
ing from every direction. 

In the crowded streets good natured anarchy 
ruled the hour, and the occasional rub-a-dub- 
dub of a drum and the blare of abugle were 
lost in the dull, grumbling roar of moving ar- 
tillery trains and army wagons. 

On some of the spacious Peachtree piazzas 
groups of young ladies might have heen seen 
chatting with a few officers whose bronzed faces 
and battle-marked uniforms showed plainly 
enouch that they were just from the front.

Suddenly there rose above the humming dis- 
cord of camp and ciiy a hideous, shrieking, 
whizzing noise, so unearthly and blood curd- 
ling that thousands of peaceful citizens turned 
white with fear, and fed aimlessly from one 
point to another. 

“A shell, by God!” exclaimed a cavalry of- 
ficer who was in the act of mounting his horse 
near the corner of Peachtree and Ellis. 

It was the first shel) of the siege, and it had 
fallen inside of the city limits. 

he soldiers shrugged their shoulders and 
lavghed, and then the most reckless of them 
looked serious for a moment. They were 
thinking of the women and children who were 
about to go through the coming baptism of fire.

Mr. "iom Crusselle, who had been watching 
Hovoker’s batteries on Todd's hill, a little 
eminence northeast of Ponce de Leon spring, 
was standing in his front yard, the present site 
of Colonel Bob Maddox’s residence, when the 
shell came plunging through the a'r. 

He could have sworn that it was heading 
straight for thespot on which he stood, but a 


gtrange fascination compelled him to watch its 


curving course until it tore its way into Mr. A. 
©. Ladd’s lot, opposite the well known Calico 
house on Wheat street. 

Mr. Crusselle did not waste any time in 
fancy speculations. Hewasamanof action, 
and he felt that the time had come for him to 
prepare for the worst. 

It was not an easy matter to secure help, 
but in less than an hour he had several men 
hard at work digging a bomb-proof in his back 
yard. Asthe whole city was honeycombed 
with just such dug-outs in the course of a day 
or two, a picture of this one will describe them 
all. 

The bomb-proof was twenty feet long, seven 
fect wide and nine feet deep. The entrance to 
it was inazig zag shape. {t was well lined 
with thick plank and carpeted. Great care 
was taken with the covering. First, heavy 
timbers were laid across the trench, and ‘then 
a@ mountain of closely packed clay, twenty-one 
feet high, was piled on top. 

In this snug little retreat, for the next forty 
days, three families spent a considerable part 
of their time. Only two shells hit it during 
the siege. There was a frightful jar when one 
of them, a thirty-pounder, exploded, but the 
fortress held its own.

The first shell was followed by few, if any, 
that day. Three days later a big shell fell in 
Mr. Crusselle’s yard, tearing up the ground 

nd covering good old Dr. D’Alvigney and 
Mrs. D’Alvigney, who happened to be there 
on a visit, with a shower of dirt, 

Altogether, during the siege, seven shells 
struck the Crusselie lot, only three of them 
exploding. 

Between Ellis and Cain and Spring and 
Ivy streets 165 shells struck, doing comnpara- 
tively little damage. 

The stately Herring mansion on Peachtree, 
in later years known as the Leyden house, had 
more than its share of these missiles. One 
crashed through the house, and ricocheted, 
landing on a bed in which a iady was trying to 
take anap, where it cozily settled down on 
one of the pillows with its fuse still smoking. 
Another, a spent shell, dropped into one of the 
rooms on the first floor where it poised itself 
on its end before a pier glass, 

**It merely paused for reflection,’ remarked 
one of the inmates of the house who, by the 
way, had rushed across the street to put on 
such garments as he had carried with him in 
nis flight.

But all this ocenrred in one locality. The 
same wild experience befell other parts of the 
city. The neighborhood called Deantown was 
shelled almost out of existence. Tho heavy 
projectiles darted in a straight line down Ma- 
rietta street, stripping nearly every house of 
its weatherboarding. 

The helpless citizens burrowed under the 
ground lke moles. They spent a third of their 
time down in the bowels of the earth. The 
eides of the railway cut under the Broad strect 


bridge looked like a ih t work of hic ‘es, so many 


q suliry air, and tho 
Bimpse of a gaunt, gray figure leaping up 
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Caycs had been dug there by people who were 
seeking a safe refuge. Eventhe bank vaults 
were utilized in this way, and the families 
aud friends of many acity banker spent night 
after night in these massively walled apart-

turned his weather beaten face westward, and 
drawing his slouched hat over his eyos to shade 
them, looked down the street, 

The confederate had a reckléss, defiant look. 
The siege was Over. Atlanta had been sur- 
ren‘ered, and the victors, flushed with tri- 
mph, were marching in. 

The solitary soldier had remained behind 


from the dust and speeding away like the 


wind. 

A hundred muskets belched forth a sheet of 
flame, but when the smoke lifted, the daring 
confederate was, on his horse clattering over 4 
‘hill half a mile away.

Ii's last shot had brought down its game 
and a federal soldier dragged himself to the 
sidewalk with a bullet in his thigh! 

Not another gun was fired, and Sherman’s 
stern legions marched on, spreading over the 
town like a mighty blne wave, a rushing tor- 
rent of glittering steel and starry flags. The 
long struggle for Atlanta was over!

ENGRAVING A “GREENBACK.” 


A Brief Explanation of the Various Processes 
by Which the Work is Done. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

So vague is the general idea as to how a bank 
note is made that we propose to explain briefly 
the various processes it goes through before it 
is issued asa part of the ‘‘money of the realin,”’ 
saying, by way of introduction, that this coun- 
try leads the world in bank-note engraving. 
Unfortunately, the first consideration in mak- 
ing a bank note is to prevent bad men from 
making a counterfeit of it, and therefore all 
the notes of a certain denomination or value 
must be exact duplicates of each other. If 
they were engraved by hand this would not be 
the case; and, another thing, hand engraving 
is more easily counterfeited than the work 
done by the processes which we are going to 
describe. 

Every note is printed from a steei plate, in 
the preparation of which many persons take 
— if you will look at a five-dollar ‘*green- 
yack’’ you wiil see a picture in the center; a 
small portrait, called a vignette, on the left, 
and in each of the upper corners a network of 
fine lines with a dark ground, one of them con- 
taining the letter V and the other the figure 5. 
These four parts are made on separate plates. 
To make a vignette it is necessary first to make 
a large drawing on paper with great care, and 
a daguerreotype is then taken of the drawing 
the exact size of the engraving desired. The 
daguerreotype is then given to the engraver, 
who uses a stee! point to mark on it all the out- 
lines of the picture. The plateis inked anda 
print taken from it. While the ink is stiil 
damp ihe print is laid face down on a steel 
plate, which has been softened by heating it 
red hot and letting it cool slowly. It is then 
put in a press and an exact copy of the outline 
is thus made on the steel plate. This the en- 
graver finishes with his graver, a tool with a 
three-cornered point, which cuts a clean line 
without leaving a rough edge. 

Now, this plate is used for making other 
ylates—it is never used toprint from. It must 
¥e made very hard, and this is done by heating 
it and coolingit quickly. A little roller of 
softened steel is then rolled over it by a power- 
ful machine until its surface has been forced 
into all the lines cut into the plate. The out- 
lines of the vignette are thus transferred tothe 
roller in raised lines, and after the roller is 
hardened it is used to roll over plates of soft- 
ened steel and thus make in them sunken lines 
exactly like those in the plate originally en- 
graved. 

The center picture is engraved and trans- 
ferred to a roller like the vignette, but the net- 
work in the uppercorners and also on the back 
of the note, is made by the lathe. This machine 
costs $5,000, a price that puts it beyond the 
reach of counterfeiters, and its work is so per- 
fect that it cannot be imitated by hand. The 
lathe engraves the network on softened steel, 
and the figure in the middle of it is then en- 
graved by hand. It is now hardened and 
transferred to a roller like the others. 

The plate from which the notes are to be 
priuted is of softened steel and large enough to 
print four notes at once. Four engravings of 
the note must, therefore, be made on it, and 
this is done by rolling the hardened steel rollers 
containing the raised pictures over it in their 
appropriate places until the pictures are pressed 
into its surface. The fine lettering around the 
border of the note is transferred in .the same 
way, but the other lettering is put on by hand. 
This process saves a great deal of time and it 
secures absolute uniformity in the four engray- 
ings on the plate. 

The black parts of the note are printed first, 
and when the ink is dry the green back is 
printed, to be followed by the red stamps and 
numbers. Itis then signed and issued.” For 
greater security, one part of the note is en- 
eraved and printed at one place and another 
part at another place, when it is sent to Wash- 
ington to.be finished and signed. 

But even after all this care and all these 
safeguards, many skilfully-executed counter- 
feits have been made and Issued, some of them 
so good as to deceive the most expert judges of 
money.

WHOSE CAREERS ARE OVER. 


Ancient Men Whose Names are New, While 
Those of Modern Men are Old.

The world has become a nervous organism, 
with its electric lines stretching out in every 
direction, while every newspaper office is a 
great nerve center.

Half an hour with nothing to do, a mind 
which will not be at rest ‘draws upon itself 
foremployment. And then comes the start- 
ling revelation that its musty recollections, 
though gathered within a generation, are more 
ancient than stories first told on parchments 
of a thousands years. 

Antiquity is but a relative term. 

Thus, an event of yesterday, from its lack of 
importance, not only becomes dusty with age, 
but is absolutely forgotten. The event which 
is really great, though its occurrence dates 
back into the first centuries, is ever new, 
and those who brought it about are as truly 
present as if they were stillin the flesh 
Homer still walks our streets ; the Caesars mar- 
shal their hosts; Howard still visits our pris- 
ons; Loyola speaks from our pulpits; and the 
figure of the gentle Nightingale glides about 
wherever there is suffering to be relieved, Im- 
mortality attaches to the spirit, tothe event, 
and clothes its heroes with robes which never 
show the blight of age. 

But what if books were destroyed; if tradi- 
tion came not from those before us;if all of 
history was that seen with eyes and heard with 
ears? Would there be ancient history then? 
To ask the question is almost to answer it. 

Take the first twenty meri to be met, andask 
them the whereabouts of Arabi Pacha. With 
wondering eyes they will look around, and 
solemnly declare that they never heard of him. 
Yet itis but five years since that he was 
hailed by al] Egypt as its deliverer from the 
bondage of centuries. A man of commanding 
presence,of astute diplomacy,fired with the am- 
bition to restore the Egypt of the Pharohs, he 
almost touched life-into the galvanized corpse, 
which was as dead as the mummies for which 
itis famous. Arabi became the counsellor, 
and then the premier of the Khedive Tewfik. 
There was a feeling of resurrection all ever the 
land, and the dusky toilers along the Nile 
felt the thrill of rejuvenation. The Turk be- 
came alarmed, and tried the game of religious 
repression. This was met by the appearance 
of the False Prophet, who, from his retreat in 
the desert, proclaimed the new era. Europe 
looked on with interest, and the American 
mind, moving more quickly, saw ancient 
Egypt restored, and hailed Arabi as the 
Washington of the land of the pyramids. A 
few months of feverish excitement, during 
which many unpronounceable names became 
familiar to American ears, and Arabi was an 

exile, the False Prophet was gathered into his 
native sands; Gordon, the crank, paid the price 
of his temerity, and the hopeless fellah, as he 
watered his camels along the Nile, saw not be- 
yond the horizon around him, and resumed , 
that never ending toil which, from the days of 
Joseph, have bound him to his owner. 

Equally forgotten are the Boers, whose woes 
aroused the sympathies of the world, and in 
whose uprising the young son of Eugenie lost his 
life. The prince was ushered into the world 
amid the salvos of artillery and the ringing of 
all the church bells of Paris. While a boy 
his every appearance was dramatic. Hurried 
to the front, when Prussian hosts were de- 
scending upon fated France, Napoleon flashed 
across the wires the announcement that 
‘Louis has received his baptism of fire.’’ 
Smuggled back to his mother in the face of 
Prussian victories, he only funnd safety with 
her by ignominious flight. Then, when the 
story of Transvaal rebellion was told he donned 
the uniform of the ancient enemy 
of France, and reaching the _ soil of 
Africa, fella victim toanegro archer. Such 
a fate was sad enough, but it has its redeeming 
point. It is said that he wished to. win glory 
in Africa, so that he might claim the hand of 
Victoria’s youngest daughter. Beatrice was 
giddy and lithsome then, but now she carries 
two hundred and fifty pounds of flesh on a four 
and ahalf foot skeleton. From such a wife 


the first shot was fired in Alexandria at 7:20 
a. m. it was heard here at 3a. m., four hours 
before, and when the hour at which the ball 
was fired, was marked on American clocks, 
Tue ConsTITUTION was telling the story to its 
readers in Gainesville and Cartersville. 
When Tue Constitution, taken from 
the press at 3 in the morning, 
told of the death of Lord Beaconsfield, which 
took place four hours later, those who did not 
know that news travels across the Atlantic 
against time could not understand it. There 
was one occasion, however, on which THE Con- 
STITUTION beat the press of the world on a 
piece of news which happened 4,000 miles 
away. It was during the heavy strain of 1876, 
after the voters had gotten through with their 
work and the counters had begun. The visiting 
statesmen were in Louisiana; Chandler and 
his crowd were down in Florida, where they 
were being watched by Joe Brown. There 
was at the time a contest 
in Oregon, which was’ esteemed of 
nomoment. All] eyes were set on the doubtful 
southern states. The day for the electoral col- 
lege to cast their votes arrived, and Tilden had 
184 undisputed yotes, needing but one more. 
The associated press had made up its reports, 
the day’s work was over, and unless Tilden 
could hold one of the disputed southern states, 
he was gone. But threeor four sleepy printers 
were lying under their cases at 4 a. m., whena 
friendly telegraph operator, who is now dead, 
rushed up, and ‘‘on the square’’ permitted an 
editor to read a dispateh which had passed over 
to Chandler, in Florida, from Oregon 
which read: “Cronin cast one vote 
for Tilden, which has been counted.’’ This 
made the necessary 185, and warranted the 
use of the big rooster, with the verse: 
(i ck-a-doodle 
Doodle-do! 
We can count 
As well as you! 

The fire bells were rung, the firemen gath- 

ered up old barrels and boxes and made a 
huge blaze on Broad street, and Captain E. P. 
Howell was sent for to speak to the awakened 
and unterrified democracy. But, alas! it all 
came to naught. We could count as well as 
the republicans, but wedid not possess their 
superb rascality. Cronin, who was the hero of 
the day, paid strict attention to the coloring of 
his nose thereafter, and died young, but THE 
CONSTITUTION enjoyed the distinction of hav- 
ing established Mr. Tilden’s election for one 
day. 
Arabi is an exile; Princo Napoleon is dead; 
Cetewayo, after vainly endeavoring to marry 
Queen Victoria, has fallen out of sight; Louis 
Reil is forgotten, and new figures are crowd- 
ing upon the stage to claim theirday. To 
come back to the original proposition, all that 
is old is not ancient, and all that is recent is not 
new. This may be paradoxical, but on a glance 
at the well known men 0of olden 
times and the forgotten menof modern times 
the point will be readily seen. 

We do not need to leave Atlanta, however, 
for forgotten celebrities. How may peo- 
ple who press along our streets ever give a 
thought tothe memory of Sam Bard? And 
yet Sam wasa hummer inhis day, and hada 
smile forall whom he met, such as might have 
been lavished upon a welcome female cousin. 
Ife was the developer and the editorial wheel- 
hérse of 1569, but eighteen years have covered 
him over with the leaves of utter forgetfulness,

the prince is happily dead. Intoacommon grave 
of forgetfulness is thrown the tenderly nurtured 
body of the white Bonaparte,and the wrinkled 
carcass of the black Cetewayo. 

Louis Reilis another name which had its 
day of notoriety. A half-breed Indian-Frank, 
he united the eccentricities and some of the 
virtues of both races.

ARP IN ARKANSAS, 


Jotting Down His Observations 
in the Land of ’Gators, 


HE MEETS WITH FRIENDS! 


Fort Smith Growing Rapidly—A 
Hat Swap. 
~ 


Special corresp yndence to the Constitution. 

Fort Smiru, Ark., May 3.—I am ‘here per- 
using this wonderful town. I see that Brad- 
street has it down fer eighteen thousand in- 
habitants, and Bradstreet ought to know. It 
certainly is spreading fast, and most of it looks 
as new and brightasif it was just built by 
Aladdin’slamp. It is the coming town of 
western Arkansas, and has a manifest destiny 
before it. It will be a great wholesale deposi- 


| tory, and have no rivals nearer than Little 


Rock and Memphisand Kansas City. The 
Indian territory will, in a few years, be opened 
up to the white man, for that is manifest des- 
tiny, too, and the intelligent, educated Indians 
and half breeds desire it. They say there is 
no good reason why these peaceable, national- 
ized tribes should any longer be secluded or 
excluded. They wantassimilation. They are 
rich in lands but poor in social advancement. 
I met Colonel Boodurot, a prominent lawyer, 
a half breed, a gentleman of the first water, 
and he favors the perfect equality and assimu- 
lation of the races. He told me that his 
mother died in Vann’s valley, and was buried 
on ahi near Cave Spring, and that a hickory 
trec has grown out of her grave. His father 
was murdered by the tribe at the same time 
with Ridge, because they sigued the treaty 
that gave up their landstothe state of Geor- 
gia. Colonel Bondurot moves in the highest 
circles here, and is always welcome because of 
his good heart and genial, fascinating man- 
ners. I was impressed with him. Another 
reason why these intelligent Indians favor the 
opening of their territory to settlers, is becanse 
of thedesperate horde of outlaws who take 
refuge thereand defy arfest. United States 
officers are hunting them down all the time 
and taking them to prison at Fort Smith. 
There are one hundred and seventy-six now 
confined and awaiting trial. Uncle Sam’s 
court sits all the year round, and cannot clear 
the docket or deliver the jail. 

These prisoners are all white or black—no 
Indians, for they have courts of their own for 
their own criminals. Most of these prisoners 
are escaped murderers, and are desperadoes of 
the worst kind. Three were hung yesterday 
and three more will be hung next Friday, and 
soon and so forth. The most of them are ne-

any unseemly behavior. About kalf the in- 
coming population drop down from Kansas or 
Missouri, and the other half come from the 
states east of the Mississippi. I met Caroli- 
nians and Georgians all about, but Mississippi 
is better represented than any southern state. 
Most of the boys are prospering and con- 
tented. I call them boys because I 
am about twice asold as the majority of those 
emigrants from the sonth and have ten times 
asinany children. Some body must keep up the 
equilibrium. 

Investments are rapid here. Money pours 
in every day and changes hands quickly, but 
I do not regard prices as cxtravagent nor wild. 
Joe Jefferson played Rip Van Winkle here 
this Week and quitely put twelve thousand dol- 
lars in dirt andleft. Hecalledon Mr. Reed’a 
very prominent dealer in real estate, and intro- 
duced himself asMr.Jefferson and had a general 
talk about property, and looked over maps and 
charts am@ said he would call next day and 
ride rouud and inspect the property. Mr. 
Reed was civil, as he always is, and when Mr, 
Jefferson rose to go, Mr. Reed said, ‘‘well 
while -you are in the city, you might 
go out tonight to hear Joe Jefferson in Lip 
Van Winkle if you never heard him.” 
Th@ great actor smiled and said: 
“T have heard him until I am tired. I 
thought you knew me. Iam Joe Jefferson.’’ 
Mr. Reed says he never was so completely 
set back and embarrassed in his life. He says 
he had not taken off his hat during the inter- 
view, but he took it off so quick he dropped 
it, and Mr. Jefferson smiled again and bowed 
himerelf out. 

When Burton, the great comedian and comic 
actor, was playing in New York to crowded 
houses, many years ago. a gentleman went to 
the celebrated Dr, Mottfor advice, and told 
him he was aftliicted with melancholy, and 
tired of life, and asked the doctorif he could 
not minister toa mind diseased.

I found old Romans here, and boys from 
Cartersville and Griffin, and Marietta and 
Dalton, whom I used to know, or knew their 
fathers well, and they gathered around me 
with welcome smiles, and made me feel at 
home. Dr. Seals is one of the best known citi- 
zens, and delights to meet the Georgians who 
are hunting for a home and business, and gives 
them aid and comfort. He isa brother to the 
“Sunny South.’”’ His beautiful daughter camo 
to the hotel after me to take me to the armory 
ball that was given in honor of the 
state medical association that was in session 
and she reminded me thatit was leap year 
and she had chosen me in preference to all the 
other boys. Well you see I was embarrassed. 
To refuse a eharming girl my company looked 
rude and uncivilized, but I had no regulation 
dress—no decolette, except on top of my 
head, and then I thought of the proprieties of 
life and the sober dignity of three score years 
and I thought of Mrs. Arp and the newspa- 
ners thattell everything, and I thought of 
Sam Jones’ sermon on dancing cattle and I 
was tired and sieepy besides, and I never did 
dance nohow, and I wasn’t a doctor, and so I 
declined with as good grace as possible, and 
she reluctantly went after another fellow. I 
was not caim and serene nohow fora big fat 
Dutchman had trod on my sore toe in the cars 
and mashed the blood out of it,and while I wa, 
at supper at the ‘‘Hotel Main,’ some impecu- 
nious sneak took my hat and left his old rusty 
thing in its place and I had to go out and buy 
me another. There was my friend King, of 
Griffin, who is in the real estate business and 
doing well; and there was Blount,of Macon,and 
Bill Johnston, who was a poor boy from Rome, 
a cousin of Rounsaville, and about as_ poor, 
and now he and Rounsaville are rich—big 
rich—and are types of the modern self-made 
southerner, They have prospered without the 
help of anybody. They are. diligent in_busi- 
ness and self-reliant. They arerich and will 
be richer, and have but one great peril to en- 
counter. If they don’t spoil their children it 
will be a miracle. In nine cases out of ten a 
father who was raised hard and poor and gets 
rich spoils his children, and they descend tho 
very ladder the father climbed. I assert thison 
general principles, for it is the natural law of 
action and reaction. Itis the swing of the 
pendulum. The father recalls his youthful 
struggles and: says my children shall not toil 
and suffer and struggle as I did. Besides this 
he has the pardonable pride of success and his 
children must rank with the best whether it 
be in school or church or society. I met Gabe 
Wright in Fort Smith. What, old Roman 
does not remember Gabe. How he toiled and 
struggled. What a good fellow he was. Well, 
Gabe is rich and he has earned it all for it was 
earned with honest sweat with the, trowel in 
h’s honest hand. He asked eagerly about his 
iriends, beginning with Henry te a and 
eoing through to old Joe Norris, and before 
he left me he‘handed me a dollar to renew 
Tue ConstiruTion. Gabe ‘has a thousand 
acres of land on theriver-—land that is land— 
the creme de la creme—every acre of which 
will bring a six hundred pound bale of cotton 
or sixty bushels” of corn. One of 
his nabors told me that there

prosperity, for he is still the same humble un- 
liretending friend and envies nobody. 

I met a woman from Floyd county, and she 
said she had 
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wanted to see me and ask about the folks on 
Spring Creek. ‘I never know’d you in 
Georgy," she said, ‘but I know’d your brother 
‘Ruff’ mighty well. ‘Raff’ Arp didn’t live 
afur Off from us.”” Well, it took me a 
while to explain to her the difference between 
the Arps and the Smiths, and at last I left her 
in doubtabout the whole business. I am 
afraid she believes that I am a fraud, and sail- 
a false colors. I found Abner Wood- 
rutf and a whole lot of his Georgia kindred at 
Ozark. He, tooj has got rich. He has2,000 acres 
of land and two sets of children 
and wants more of both. At Conway 
I stumbled on Colonel Bruce. 
of Dalton, another man who has made a for- 
tune in Arkansas. His daughter Lula, is a 
graduate of Shorter college and it is whispered 
that a Rome boy is coming after her soon and 
will carry her back to go to school tohim. She 
had a beautiful album on the parlor table and 
as I glanced over its pages I was greeted with 
come loved and familiar faces, among them aay 
own dear sister and her children. Of course 
felt at home at Colonel Bruce’s. 

These are all beautiful and flourishing towns 
between Little Rock and Fort Smith. Morril- 
ton is as clean and stylish as Marietta and is 
only eight years old. In that vicinity is a Ger- 
man colony of about 200 families and they are 
workers. All work, men and women and chil- 
dren. One of their leading men lives in a fine 
brick house surrounded with fruits and flowers 
and has two daughters hired in town as cooks. 
The good lady I stayed with has one of them 
and is pleased. She says the problem is solved 
with her, and she has no further use for the 
negroes. 

All this region, from Little Rock to Fort 
Smith, 165 miles, is a white man’s country. 
They are about seven to one of the negroes. A 
good portion is very much like middle Georgia 
in its rolling, undulating surface—like Georgia 
was in her virgin youth and beauty. Itisa 
great country for fruit. I saw the exhibit in 
the chamber of commerce that has taken the 
first premiums at all the great shows of fruit 
from Boston to San Francisco. Some of the 
apples measure twenty-one inches in circum- 
ference, and I tound the same old seedling 
peaches that we boys used to climb on the 
smokehouse to get. 
good-sized orange and havea big nipple on the 
end. It has been so long a time since I saw 
them that I thought maybe their size and 
beauty was but the sweet, swelling fancy of 
my childhood. But no; they are here just the 
same. By and by they, too, will be dwarfed, I 
reckon, and get ripe on one side and be green 
on the other.

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A Troupe of Little Animals That Have More 
Talent Than Many Human Beings. 

New York, April 27.—The arrival of foreign 
actors isan eventso common these days that 
nobody gives itathought. But no apology is 
needed to introduce the last comers, a com- 
pany of Darwinian comedians, who unfolded 
their several tales at the Star theater this 
week. They speak in a strange tongue, to be 
sure, but the audience are able to dispense 
with librettos, forthe actors in question com- 
pose Brockman’s Monkey Theatrical com- 
selves understood by pantomime, a surer 
language than Volapuk. 

To begin at the beginning. They were cick- 
ly looking comedians when they landed Satur- 
day off the steamship Saale, green and yellow

The Seaboard and Roanoke, by constructing 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, is entering di- 
rectly into the territory of the system of roads 
owned and controlled by the West Point Terminal. 
and the latter seems to be waking up to the fact 
that they wi'l soon have strong competition to con- 
tend with. Weare informed that money for build- 
ing the Georgia, Carolina and Northern bas been 
provided by the sale of bonds on that property, is- 
sued at $15,000 per mile, bearing 5 per cent interest 
and running fifty years, so that the completion of 
the road is only a question of time. What the pur- 
pose of the promoters of the.

will be reacy for business its entire length, we are 
told, before the first of November. Thisis one of 
the new enterprises which has been quietly but 
successfully handled, and promises great good 
to both its patrons and builders. 
Trade in securities has undergone no change 
worthy of note during the week.

Dur- 
ing the week the Atianta and Florida road has been 
favored with two excursions, both ot which were 
safely and promptly handled, and the people who 
participated inthem returned to the city well 
pleased with the treatment received from the offi- 
cials of the road, as wellas the pointsof interest 
visited.

CONSTITUTION OFFICP, 
ATLANTA, May 5, 1882 

The Seaboard and Roanoke, by constructing 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, is entering di- 
rectly into the territory of the system of roads 
owned and controlled by the West Point Terminal. 
and the latter seems to be waking up to the fact 
that they wi'l soon have strong competition to con- 
tend with. We are informed that money for build- 
ing the Georgia, Carolina and Northern has been 
provided by the sale of bonds on that property, is- 
sued at $15,000 per mile, bearing 5 per cent interest 
and running fifty years, so that the completion of 
the road is only a question of time. What the pur- 
pose of the promoters of the.Gec 21a, Carolina and 
Northern as to going south of Atlanta is we do 
not know, butit is not probable that they will stop 
short of some deep-water terminus. Our New York 
special states that the Terminal people, at a meet- 
ing held in that city yesterday, unanimously agreed 
to build a line y;arailel to the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern, and there may be music in the air pretty 
soon, though such threats are sometimes made for 
ellect. A gentleman prominent in Geor- 
gia Central stated today that there was 
no reasonable donbt about the early building 
of the road from Eden to Columbus. He argues 
that the business of his company has been more or 
less affected by new and independent roads recently 
built in that section of the state, and that they are 
s'moply undertaking, in constructing the Eden and 
Columbus road, to protect themselves and to develop 
the business which they know to be awaiting them. 
If the Eden and Columbus road is built it will di- 
vide traffic with the Americus, Preston and Lump- 
kin and the Columbus Southern, the former already 
having in operation 110 miles of track, and the lat- 
ter being under construction. The Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbusis underrapid headway, and 
will be ready for business its entire length, we are 
told, before the first of November. Thisis one of 
the new enterprises which has been quietly but 
siccessfully handled, and promises great good 
to both its patrons and builders, 
Trade in securities has undergone no change 
worthy of note during the weck. Buyers and of- 
ferings are alike few and far between, with the 
out’ook foracontinuance ofthat condition. Dur- 
ing the week the Atianta and Florida road has been 
favored with two excursions, both of which were 
safely and promptly handied, and the people who 
participated inthem returned to the city well 
pleased with the treatment received from the offi- 
cials of the road, as wellas the pointsof interest 
visited. This feature of the company’s business 
wiil grow with each year and prove a source of con- 
siderable revenue. Bonds purchased by the United 
States treasury this week are about the same in 
amount as last week, and money rules easy in all 
important centers.

WHAT THE PERSUASIVE ELDERS ARE DOING 


In Tennessee, the Carolinas and 
Georgia. 


LATTER DAY SAINTS 


And How They Live—Mormonism; its Doc- 


trines and Beliefs. » 


Special Correspondence Constitution, 

Sat Lake Crry, Utah, April 26.—‘‘Geor- 
gia and Tennessee furnish us more converts 
than any other two states in the union,” said a 
prominent Mormon élder today, ‘‘and Ala- 
bama, the two Carolinas and Mississippi come 
next, in the order named. Howdo we get 
them? Why, we proselyte them. of course. 
We have a large number of missionaries now 
at workin the south, and we are reaping a 
great harvest of souls. We are called ‘Mor- 
mons,’ but this is an errcuecous title, as we are 
a purely religious, worshipping community, 
whose collective title is the ‘Church of Jesus 
Christ.’ ”’ 

LATTER DAY SAINTS. _ 

“Our mission and our teachings ar@ greatly 
misunderstcod by those who live in the east. 
In the south we find greater receptiveness of 
mind; the people are of simple faith and the 
seeds of our great and gloricus gospel! take root 
quickly. Wehave met with great success, 
though with some repulses and misfortunes; 
scoffers have offered ind gnities te our mission- 
aries, but we still work cn undaunted. We 
look upon Georgia as the most promising’ state 
in the union; we believe the propagation of 
our doctrines there—and in Tennessec—will be 
rapid, and will, in time, result in the establish- 
ment of our worship in the larger or more pop- 
ulous cities. Of the other southern states it'Is 
difficult to speak at thistime. A bitter feel- 
ing seems to have sprung up against us in Al- 
abama, and this is perpetrated by the secta- 
rian press; in fact we find bigots the hardest 
people to fight. As to the number of converts 
made by our missionaries, it would 
be impossible to ge statistics 
unless through the snes of- 
ficials as the chiefs of our order are not in- 
clined to make public the strength of our de- 
nomination. In I1S8£0 there were, in Utah, 
120,283 so-called ‘Mormons,’ 6,088 Apostate 
Mormons, 820. Josephite Mormons, 1,716 doubt- 
ful, and 14,156 Gentiles. Sincethen 

OUR RANKS HAVE INCREASED 

rapidly until it is almost impossible to give 
correct figures. In Salt Lake City there are 
28,260 Latter-day Saints, and less than 5,000 
a Pal 

[r. J. H. Dennett, general passenger agent 
of ts > Denver and Rio Grando railway, was 
interviewed on the subject of southern con- 
verts to Mormonism. “They bring ina great 
many,’ said he, “‘principally from Georgia and 
the Carolinas. One party came in on our line, 
only the other day, Irom that section, number- 
ing over 250, & veral parties of 40 to 0 have 
been sent by the missionaries, and a large par- 
ty from the Carolinas arrived here early in 
April. It would be impossibie to get any 

»xact figures. 

The Utah Cx al railroad is owned by the 
Mormons, ¢ aye ae of their southern converts 
are sent via Kansas City and Denver to Ogden 
and then brought down to Salt Lake via the 
Saints’ own line. This is done to prevent the 
railway officials from gathering accurate statis- 
tics as to the proselyting now goingon. Of 
course the missionaries are at work in other 
states besides the south. Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa are furnishing a few converts, and Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts and the New England 
states an occasional one. 

THE MORMON RELIGION, 

or doctrine, is very generaily misunderstood. 
Joseph Smith, the founder of the church, was 
born in V oruinat. 4 n 1809,and when about 
fourteen he began to see visions, after the 
fashion of Joan of Are. On the 2st of 
September, 1823, an angel appeared to him 
and blessed him. and in 1827, the ‘‘records of 
the Lord’’ were delivered in his hands. These 
records were engraved on plates of gold, six 
inches wide and eight inches long, bound to- 

a book, with golden 


gether, as the leaves of 
rings. The writing wasin Egyptian charac- 
ters, and these Smith translated, as he says, 
‘‘by the gift and power of God.” This Mor- 
mon bible purports to givea history of Amer- 
ica and says the aborigines are decendants of 
Jose ” and came here 600 years before Christ’s 
birth. The most remarkable statement of this 
bil le is that Christ made His appearance upon 
this continent and planted the gospel here ;that 
Hie had aposties, prophe ts, pastors and teach- 
ers as in the east; that the people were cut off 
in consequence of their transgressions: that 
the last of the proph ets wrote the abridginent 
of the prophesies, history and career of this 
people on the plates of gold and buried them 
in the, earth, where they lay concealed 
until their hiding place was re- 
vealed to Smith. In 1820 the § first 
church of the Mormons was founded in Fay- 
ette, N The doctrine spread, persecution 
followed, and finally in 1347 Brigham Young 
and a company of 142 pionee rs came to S: alt 
Lake —F founded this city. Things pros- 
pered until in 1857 
ALFRED CUMING, OF GEORGIA, 

was appoint ed governor to succeed Brigham 
Young, and an army was sent here to subdue 
What was believed to be a rebellion against 
the feceral government. The campaign was a 
brief one, as it was proved the Mormons were 
not in rebellion. The favorable side of the 
Mormon question should in justice be given. 
There are among the 200,000 Latter-Day Saints 
in Utah no _ trhouses and not a sin- 

pauper. ine-tenths of them own 

houses they live in and there is 
not a state in the union whose citizens have 
done so much, unaided, for the education of 
their children. The Mormon. population of 
Utah, in 1883, was 83 per cent of the whole; 
the Gentile populatio n17 percent. Out of 5h 
Convicts in the penite ntiary 46 were from the 
17 per cent class and but 5 of the 83 per cent 
ciass, Prohibition is enforced wherever Mor- 
monism prevails, and in those cases where the 
law cannot reach a rumseller the church does, 
and he is excommunicated if he does not shut 
up hisshop. Houses of ill fame are not toler- 
ated in any purely Mormon settlement, and - 
gambling in ev ery formisforbidden. Industry 
is eV verywhere apparent, and the co-operative 
institutions are all prospering. Of suicides, 
homicides and infanticides, over 85 per cent 
are committed by theanti-Mormons. Women 
are allowed to vote—this measure was adopted 
because the anti-Mormons said that if the wo- 
men had equal rights with the men polygamy 
would cease at once, and in order to demon- 
straie the fallacy of this reasoning the women 
were immediately enfranchised. 

Se much forthe good side of Mormonism, but 
it has a bad side, and a very bad one, too—-po- 
lygamy. The. Edmunds bill is breaking up 
the perpetuation of the practice, but there. are, 
even yet, many polygamists living in U tah. 
The 
DIVINITY OF POLYGAMY 
one of the* beliefs of the Latter-Day 
Saints, -and several “revelations” on 
the subject have been made 
to the apostles of the church, the most fainous 
of these being the “inspired revelation’ made 
to “Joseph, the Seer,” in Nauvoo, Ill, July 
12th, 1544, in answer to his prayers for enlight- 


enment on the subject of marriage and the re- | 


lation of Woman to man. Marriage, the Mor- 
mons hold, is not merely a civil contract, 

but a sacrament. “Tie Handbook of Ref- 
erence,’’ one of the most sacred of books to the 
Latter Day Saints, contains these words (copied 
by consent: ‘Che first marriage was solemn- 
ized by the Deity in person. Marriage oe 
not only the free choice oi the —— n the 


wledged in heaven. Se 
le to God. Celestial mar- 
riage is eternal ; 
death and through all eternity. 
man with three or mere wives would have 
lural family relations in the kingdom of 
fi 1eaven and be suitable company for Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob and other ancient worthies, 
who obtained the favor of God and held com- 
munion with Him while in the 
flesh. *® * If a man raised 
sac the dead may have more than ono 
wife through successive marriages in this 
world there can be nothing unholy in that ex- 
tended family connection. if itis right in that 
holy estate why not in this?’ 

These are fair samples of the logic used and 
the scriptures, the Mormon bible and the reve- 
lations alluded toare the foundations upon 
which the horrible superstructure of polygamy 
has been reared in Utah. The Gentiles of Salt 
Lake City claim that polygamy is not the fea- 
ture most feared by those who understand the 
scope of the plans and the assumptions of the 
managers of the Mormonites. Here it is bold- 
ly asserted that “the organization is more po- 
litical than religious and that it boasts that its 
mission is to 

OVERTHROW THE GOVERNMENT 

of the United-States and place America under 
the rule of its own priests.” The prac- 
tice of polygamy has had its day, no 
doubt, and there are scores of Mormons who 
have never married more than one wife, In 
fact, itis intimated that some of these have 
found even one too many. The Edmunds bill 
provides for the punishment of any person 

who has more than one wife, the penatiy being 
six monthsin the penitentiary and S200 fine. 

The courts keep busy trying cases, many of 
which are unsacce ssful, and most of the elders 
are too wary to be caught. Abuses still exist, 

but their days are numbered, and it is only a 
question of time when poly samy will cease to 
exist in Utah. Kate Field, the eminent 
lecturer and writer, spent some months here, 
and will soon give the world her views on 
Mormon life, which she investigated. She 
vill mention among others, proba- 
bly, the case of an elder here wiio 
married a young woman and = sub- 
sequently became enamored of her sister 
whom he married, He then feli in love with 
the mother of the two girls and married her! 
He was tried recently but eseaped throuzh 
some technicality in the proceedings. This 
is but one of the scores of rem arkable procced- 
ings that might be narrated ifspace permitted.

NEWS FROM THE CAPITAL, 


Political, Society and Otherwise— 
Bright, Gossipy Chet. 


Special to the Constitution. 

Wasuinaton, May 5.—While the treas- 
ury department has been furnishing mill- 
ions to the national banks to relieye the 
stringency of the money market, but ¢ompara- 
tively little of it has gone directly to Georgia. 
There are in the state but two national banks 
designated as depositories of public funds, one 
in Atlanta, the other in Savannah. Accord- 
ing to Secretary Fairchild’s report, made to the 
senate, the Gate City National bank holds to 
the credit of the treasurer of the United States 
$97,582.66, and tothe credit of disbursing offi- 
cers of the United States $9,557.26, a total of 
$107,139.92. The Merchants’ National of Sa- 
vannah }. to the credit of the treasurer 
$26,876.47, end to the eredit of the disbursing 
officers $62,104.34, a total of $88,980.81. This 
is all of the public money held by the banks of 
Georgia as depositories of government funds, a 
total of $196,120.70. It is not the fault of the 
treasury officers, however, that the amount is 
not larger, as the banks could haye got more 
money if they had deposited with the treasurer 
the necessary bonds as security. 

Hon. Heygy G. Turner leads the mincrity of 
the committee on the revision of tho laws in 
opposition to the measure proposed by General 
Oates, of Alabama, to prohibit aliens from ac- 
quiring title to lands in the states. Mr. Turner 
bases his opposition on the ground that the 
several states now have, and always have had, 
since they were organized, full power to pro- 
hibit aliens from holding estatesin lands with- 
in their respective jurisdictions, and that such 
power can be safely left with the states. In- 
deed, he is of the opinion that congress posseses 
such power within the several states, except 
over its own lands. When the measure comes 
up for consideration there will be quite a con- 
test over it. 

One of the best legislative indications of the 
rapid development of the country contiguous 
to Atlanta lies in the large number of applica- 
tions made to congress for permission to bridge 
the navigable waters of that section, Propor- 
tionately, a larger number of such requests are 
received from this locality than from any other 
part of the country, unless Dakota, with its 
phenomenal growth, be alone excepted. Of 
course, the most of these applications are in 
the interest of railroad corporations. Some of 
these measures are worthy of notice. 

Judge Crisp, from the commerce committee, 
has reported favorably a bill authorizing the 
Cincinuati and Birmingham Railroad compa- 
ny to bridge the Tennessee river between 
Bridgeport and Sheflield, Ala., but if the 
work is not completed within two years the 
grant is to be void. 

The judge has also made a favorable report 
ona measure allowing the county commus- 
sioners of Sumter county, Alabama, to aon- 
structa wagon and foot bridge across the 
Noxubee river at Gainesvfle. This bmdge 
must be completed within three years. 

Also a measure authorizing the Tennessee 
Midland Railway ccmpany to bridge the Ten- 
nessee river at any point on the line between 
the counties of Decatur and Perry, Tennessee. 

In addition to these partially considered 
measures the Birmingham, Selma and New 
Orleans Railroad company have asked the 
right to bridge the Tombigbee river between 
Point Jackson and Demopolis, while the Ma 
con, Tuscaloosa and Birmingham comypany 
wantto bridge the Black Warrior river at 
Fester’s Ferry, and also the Tombigbee river 
at another point on their line. 

Judge Stewart has made a favorable report 
on a measure, from the judiciary committee, 
directing the secretary of the treasury to pay 
é0 Mrs. Flora Darling, widow of Genera] Ed- 
ward I. Darling, who died at Dalton from 
wounds in 1865, $5,673 as compensation for 
property taken from her while she was under 
the protection of a flag of truce of the United 
States. 

“Some of the members fsom the rural dis- 
tricts are in revolt at the workings of the civil 
service law, because, they say, the appoint- 
ments going to the different states are gobbled 
up atthe centers of population, leaving the 
eligible countryman in the lurch. Hence 
they wantthe law amended so that appoint- 
ments in the civil service shall be appointed 
among the congressional districts instead of to 
the states as an entirety as at present.

Minister Phelps’ Visit. 

The purpose of the visit of Minister Pho!ps 
to Washington at this time is explained 
Secretary Bayard as relating to the snap’ 
extradition treaty with Great Britain. He is 
here by Mr. Bayard’s order and as his guest, 
to labor with senators for the ratification of 
the treaty. It was thought at the state depart- 
ment that he could personally explain to sena- 
tors on the floor some of the reasons known to 
him as the negotiator of the treaty, why it 
should be ratified, which could not so well be 
put in an officjal document.

In 1888 Mr. Mackin is serv- 
ing the state at Joliet and Mr. Fuller becomes 
the chief justice of the United States. There 
is an illustration of the ups and downs of 
American politics.

“This ‘os iets well demoustrated today, in 
what came very nearly being a personal en- 
counter, fists fight and dragout between the 
fiery and untamed fusionist, Brumm, of 
4Pennsylvania, and the dude like Mr. Bryce, 
of New York. Braumm hails from the coal- 
Field district of Pennsylvania, and is kept in 
congress by playing upon the credulity of the 
§nnocent miners. Bryce is just the opposite of 
Brumm. Heisa dignified, wsthectic, effemi- 
mate, scholarly kind of a statesman, a sou-in- 
Jaw of ex-Mayor Cooper of New York, and a 

ephew by marriage of ex-Congressman and 
‘present Mayor Hewitt. 

' The difficulty grew out of a reference made 
by Woodburn, of Nevada, wherein he charged

THE TARIFF DEBATE. 

Already considerable discussion has devel- 
Oped among the members of the house over 
the Smalis-Elliott contested election case from 
South Carolina.

That is, 
there will be two reports, a majority signed by 
the democrats of the committee; a minority 
Bigned by the republicans.

Vorced by enough democratic votes to seat the 

lack man. One of the staunchest of southern 
democrats said to your correspondent today, 
that he feared some of the northern democrats 
Would desert their party and vote to seat the 
hegro. The committee will probably hold the 
report from the house as long as possible, but 
When it does come in the fight will be a bitter 
one. The republicans claim that Smalls re- 
ceived twice as many votes as Colone} Elliott, 
but was counted-out, while democrats are con- 

dent that Elliott was fairly and squarely 
elected. 

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

Mr. Blanchard, chairman of the river and 
harbor committee, thinks he will be able to 
rush lis bill through the house on Monday, if 
he can get it upforconsideration. Itis under- 
Stood that the ways and means committee will 
be willing to grant a day for the river and har- 
Dor bill, but enough [democrats are opposed to 
fitto prevent its consideration. Sowden, a 
democrat of Pennsyivania, and a 
few republicans are primed for de- 
date, and unless the bill can be 
Considerably amended, they will make every 
Sffort to defeat it. 

Representative Tillman, of South Carolina, 
#s one of the only southern membe}s of the 
house who is bitterly opposed to the Mills bill. 
He i$ uncompromisingly in favor of repealing 
the internal revenue Jaws first and foremost, 
‘and says unless the Mills bill is very materially 
moditied it isa dead issue. He says: ‘‘How- 
ever, if it should by chance pass the house in 
@nything like its present form, it will be the 
death knell of the democratic party in the 
next president’s election.”” Mr. Tillman hasa 
‘very Strong speech already prepared for deliv- 
ery during the present debate; but said today 
he thought it doubtful whether he would de- 
liver it, as when the bill is defeated, he fears 
the free trade democrats will say he was 
ae for its defeat. Of the cau- 
oy to be held on Tuesday night, 
‘© decide upon a policy to be pursued by the 
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action, for it is believed to be only a scheme to 
form the democrats in solid rank, and force the 
minority to fall in line with the majority. It 
is impossible to learn, as yet, exactly what 
course Mr, Randall will pursue, for since his 
return from Philadelphia, on Tuesday, he has 
been confined to his room, having becn quite 
unwell. 

When the house adjourned this afternoon 
there had been consumed in speech-making by 
the advocates of the Mills bill, twenty-six 
hours and forty minutes, and by its opponents 
twenty-six hours and thirty-two minutes. 
Eight days yet remain for this monotonous 
debate befgre the house will get down to bus- 
iness in considering the bill under the 
five minute rule. Tuesday will 
probably ‘be the greatest day in 
the house during next week, on account of the 
fact that Majer Martin, a gentleman from 
Texas, who blew. the gas out at Willard’s some 
months ago, and who has to find his home by 
means of a red.flag hung in front forthe pur- 
pose of distinguishing it from the nelghboring 
ones, is down fora tariff speech. The major 
will, undoubtedly, make the most original 
speech ever gotten off in the halls of congress. 

Just before the adjournment of the house. 
this afternoon, Major Barnes passed his bill to 

yay Colonel John D. Munnerleyn, of Waynes 
ro, $1,496, for services rendered in 1865 as 
assistant assessor of internal revenue. 

Judge Stewart today introduced the petition 
of Charles B. Love, of Salt Springs, for the 
reference of his claim for $9,150 for stores and 
supplies to a court of claims ; also a similar pe- 
tition for $653 from Margaret Wall, of Henry 
county, and a third for $2,935 from H. D. 
Moore, of Clayton.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Day's Budget of News From th 


Capital. 

Wasninecton, May 5.—In the house the 
speaker announced the appointment of Mr. 
Seymour, of Michigan, as member of the com- 
mittee on claims, in place of Mr. Cheadle, of 
Indiana, resigned. On motion of Mr. Houck, 
of Tennessee, a bill was passed authorizing the 
construction of a bridge across the Tennessee 
river at Knoxville, Tenn. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the tariff bill. Mr. Wheeler, of 
Alabama, concluded his speech, begun yester- 
day, with an eloquent tribute to the grandeur 
and freedom of the American republic. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, referring to Mr. 
Burrows’s speech, in which that gentlemen 
spoke of the Mills bill asa bantling without 
acknowledged parentage, criticized the genitle- 
man on the other side for not having virility 
and manhood enough to present a bantling of 
any character. He bitterly orposed the pro- 
teetive system and denied that it was the 
cause of the progress of the country, and in- 
veighed against pools and trusts, which he de- 
nounced as evils directly traceable to high 
tariff.

Morrison 
and Speaker Carlisle, and in reply to ques- 
tions’said: There is not a republican today in 
public life on the roll of memberof the Cobden 
club [Applause]. He said thefpresent British 
chief secretary for Ireland, Balfour, was a 
member, and he appealed to adopted citizens 
of Irish birth not to assist in perpetuating in 
power a party whose leading members acted 
for Cobden free trade. Cobden free trade 
meant that parliamentary independence of 
Ireland was entirely valueless. Could they 
still cling to a party existing on empty but at- 
tractive sound, that held out as 
a shining example of its confidence, the patri- 
iotism and liberality of an ex-member of the 
house who basely apologized to the British 
minister at Washington for his contemptible 
duplicity in introducing a resolution of inquiry 
as to the legality of the trial of an American 
citizen condemned and executed by a British 
jury and British court. He referred-to A. §S. 
Hewitt, democratic mayor of the democratic 
city of New York. 

As Woodburn concluded speaking, Mr.

NOTHING BUT BROWN PAPER. 


A Worthless Package Received at the Treas- 
ury From a New York Bank. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—A discovery was 
made at the treasury department today which. 
itis thought, points to a defalcation at the 
American Exchange National bank of New 
York. The express company, in making its 
usual deliveries of national bank notes for- 
warded for redemption, submitted a package 
from the bank named. It bore the usual 
label and seals and purported to con- 
tain $41,000. In handling it, however, 
one of the treasury experts found that it was 
not altogether right, and it was temporarily 
laid aside. Packages containing notes for re- 
demption are usually made up in the most 
compact manner, but @his particular one, 
while of the right size for the amount it pur- 
ported to contain, did not seem to be closely 
acked, and yielded readily to hand pressure. 
t was subsequently opened in the presence of 
ofticers of the @xpress company and found to 
contain nothing but brown paper. An exam- 
ination of the sealed label also dis- 
closed that it had been neatly cut 
from its original place and — on a bogus 
package. The treasurer refused to receive the 
ckaget and notified the bank accordingly.

bank put up the money for transmission to 
the department, but delayed forwarding it,and 
that while in its custody the package was 
abstracted and another put in its place, bear- 
ing all the marks and appearance of the orig-

WALL STREET’S ACTIVITY. 


Cotton to Come into Active De- 
mand—Other News, 


New York, May 5.—[Special.}]—Wall street 
isno longer afflicted with stagnatidn. The 
depressing dullness which set in about twelve 
months ago has recently disappeared. The 
change came like a flash, and only confirms 
the oft repeated suggestion, that Wall street is 
essentially a place of sentiment, and responds 
sensitively to the general condition of commer- 
cial and financial interest throughout the 
country. 

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

The business outlook today is undeniably 
good. Staple products are in good supply, but 
there is no unneeded abundance. 

In the various branches of trade there is 
healthy activity, but in none is business being 
oyerdone. In all classes of manufacture there 
is a reasonable margin between cost of produc- 
tion and market value. This encouraging 
condition of affairs is sustained by an 
exceptionally easy money market, and a gen- 
eral dissipation of the recent labor troubles 
The bulls are gleeful over the general situa- 
tion, and unquestionably have much to sup- 
port their sanguine expectations. 

The one thing above all others, which has 
contributed most to the great improvement in 
all business interest is the present policy of 
the secretary of the treasury. The bond buying 
has worked like magic in relieving all appre- 
hension of tight money during}the summer,and 
with |this scarecrow outof the way, confidence 
rapidly broadens and every variety of trade 
quickens. The secretary has bought, up to 
date, $10,398,450. What he will take today is 
not yet known. Despite this liberal disburse- 
ment from the surplus there has gone into the 
treasury since the bond buying began, nearly 
as much as the secretary has paid out. The 
surplus has been actually reduced less than a 
million dollars. From this it may be seen ata

Latham, Alexander & Co., say: ‘‘Our bank- 
ing business is excellent. Collections in the 
south are prompt, and in many instances mer- 
chants and bankers are anticipating the ma- 
turity of their loans and offering to pay in ad- 
vance if we willrebate six per cent interest. 
We expect easy money all summer. Aside 
from the secretary’s purchase of bonds, the re- 
duction of interest on English consols will 
bring enormous amounts of money to this side 
for investment. With reference to cotton, we 
expect to see it considerably higher during the 
summer months.”’ 

There is a fear that there may be actual 
scarcity of cotton before the new crop comes in 
freely, particularly asthe latter is some two 
weeks late, and has yet to undergo all the visci- 
itudes of the season. It is now conceded that 
shipments from other cotton producing coun- 
tries will be about 4,000,000 bales less than 
those of last year, which almo@entirely offsets 
the increase in the American crop. The whole 
supply of cotton is thus about the same as for 
last year, while the demand is very much 
greater.

Vanderbilt and His European Trip—Rumors 
on Wall Strect. 


New York, May 5.—[Special.J—Mr. W. 
K. Vanderbilt has returned from his 
round the world yacht cruise, and denies the 
European castles he is credited with buying. 
It was reported that he had given $3,000,000 
for Lindenhof, the fairy castle of the late King 
Ludwig,of Bavaria, and a mansion in Grosvenor 
Square, London, fur $850,000. He denies these 
stories, but pleads guilty to hiring a cook for 
$10,000 a year and to leasing Beaufort Castle 
in Glenstrathfarrar forest, Scotland, for $28, 
000 a year. In the castle grounds, formerly 
leased by Mr. Ross Winans, there is excellent 
shooting and salmon fishing. Mr. Vanderbilt 
says that his living expenses, including such 
leases as above, his yachting crew and keep, 
his various bodies of servants, and the keeping 
up of his estates, will approach $300,C00 a year.

LIVING LAWYERS AND DEAD MILLIONATRES.

$145,000, which is probably the largest doctor’s 
billon record. The way in which the estates 
of the wealthy dead are being broken into, isa 
constant menace to the weaithy living; and no 
man knows now when he makesa will whether 
it will stand or not. In almost every instance 
where a great estate has been gry 
safe, the lawyers have made a dead set to get 
their hands into it, and after taking what they 
want, they usually divide the rest to the just 
legatees. It is a:severe comment on the law 
and justice of the courts of the state; but 
there is no remedy for it.

CHAIRMAN JONES TALKS ! 


Other Interesting and Entertaining 
Telegraphic News. 


New York, May 5.—This was the fifth day 
of the general conference of the M. E. church, 
and it was presided over by Bishop Hurst. 
Devotional exercises were led by Rev. J. E. 
Wilson, of South Carolina. 

The last sounds of the hymn had scarcely 
died. away when a shrill voice sang out: “May 
I have permission to speak ?’ 

Prayer was about being offered. All be- 
came hushed, and hundreds of eyes were turn- 
ed toward the first box to the right of the 20th 
row. A finelooking, middle-aged lady stood 
up in the box and looked straight at the 
presiding bishop. Two other ladies in the 
same box endeavored to restrain the speaker. 
The woman refused to be quiet, and made 
strenuous efforts to gain the ear of the chair- 
man. The chief usher came on the scene and 
tried to control the lady. Hetold her that a 
friend wished to see her in the lobby. 

‘‘Let me have my say,’”’ she said. “I have 
no friend there, and I want to speak on this 
question of women’s rights in this conference.”’ 

The usher, however, succeeded in getting 
her into the lobby, and the delegates breathed 
easier. She walked up Broadway after reach- 
ing the street, vowing she would come back 
again before the close of the session and make 
a speech on the woman question. She refused 
to give her name. The box she had attempted 
to speak from is rented by Dr. Gwindells, of 
Philadelphia. The ladiesin the box did not 
know who the crank was, and said that she 
entered the box without being invited. 

Dr. Buckley, of New York, who was shut off 
in bis speech yesterday through expiration of 
time, was entitled to the floor this morning, 
and continued, explaining why he 
opposes the admission of women to the confer- 
ence. He, however, gave up the floor, and the 
committee on rules of order presented their 
report. 

General Clinton B, Fiske, of the New Jer- 
sey delegation, succeeded in gaining the floor 
tospeak on the amendment to the report of 
the committee on the eligibility of women. 
The subject has been before the body for the 
pasttwodays. Beginning his address, he said: 
‘*Who God has joined together, let no man put 
asunder.”’ The general took the side of 
woman, and said that the conference would be 
much improved in general features by having 
women take part in the debates. 

Daring the general's speech a voicein one 
of the galleries occasionally shouted *‘Glory to 
God.”’ General Fiske is the comedian of the 
conference, and his remarks are generally 
greeted with laughter. 

Usually about thirty delegates jump to 
their feet when the chairman’s gavel an- 
nounces the expiration of time. After several 
speeches had been made on both sides of the 
question, Rev. Dr. O. H. Moore, president of 
Denver university, was recognized. He said 
he wanted to see women in the conference, but 
he wanted to see them enter with proper cre- 
dentials. In closing, Dr. Moore offered a 
substitute of all previous substitutes. It was 
to the effect that as eligibility of women aslay 
delegates had been challenged on constitutional 
grounds, it was Of utmost importance that no 
doubt should exist in regan! tothe introduc- 
tion of women, Without giving interpretation 
tothe rule of the church, and_disclaiming 
all intention of establishing a precedent by 
the action now proposed by the resolution. 
The substitute further provided that during 
the month of October, 1890, a general election 
shall be held in each church and that all of 
the members be called upon to vote either for 
or against the admission of women as lay dele- 
gates. The election shall be held under the 
direction of the preacher, and if it is deter- 
mined by this vote to admit women, a second 
restriction rule shall be amended so as to read 
‘‘Men or women.’’ Should a majority of the 
church be in favor of the admission of women 
as lay delegates, then the general conference 
in 1892 can complete the change. The substi- 
tute bore the signatures of DavidJA. Moore, 
Benjamin Saint John Frey and William 
Swindelle. 

Unexpectedly, Rev. A. Q, Pendleton moved 
the previous question. The motion was 
seconded, and it looked as if the 
question would be settled then and 
there. Considerable excitemet existed 
while the vote was being taken. When the 
announcement was made,it was discovered 
that the motion was lost. The vote stood 132 
yeas, 187 nays. The debate then proceeded. 
After some desultory discussion, an adjourn- 
ment was had till Monday.

From 
Monrve, N. C., on the latter road, the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern is: being built to Ate 
lanta, via Chester, Abbeville, Elberton and 
Athens.”’ Colonel Machen said he was notad- 
vised further on the subject than that it was 
well understood that the Seaboard and Roa 
noke sysiem embraced the Bay line of steam- 
ers from Norfolk to Boston, and the Old Do- 
minion steamship company to New York. Mr. 
John M. Robinson, of Baltimore, is president 
of each of these lines of railroad, and also of 
each of the packet companies. There is alsos 
line of steamers from Baltimore to Liver 
that runs in connection with this system, but I 
am posted fully about it. I do know that the 
friends of the one can control and operate the 
other in friendly alliance. In answer to the 
question, ‘Will the Seaboard and Roanoke 
System only carry passengers by rail to Ner- 
folk, and then necessitate ocean travel to New 
York and other northern cities?” he 
said, “Oh, no! not at all.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

The present year has been an unusnally 
prosperous one for the university, and indica- 
tions point to still greater success next ses- 
sion. The sphere of the institution is enlarg- 
ing and its usefulness increasing. The cata- 
logue of ’88 sliows representatives from many 
states and applications have been received by 
Secretary Cobb for catalogues and information 
from young men in many of the extreme 
northern states. The university of Georgia 
is one of the tinest educational institutions in 
the south, and itis a fact but little known 
that its records showa larger attendance than 
any other southern and most northern colleges, 
In its various departments and branches the 
university has a list of over. one 
thousand = studenis.

_fzens of Georgia are acquainted with 
this fact? Has it ever occurred to you that 
the university is the alma mater of nearly all 
of Georgia’s greatest sons? Run through the 
list: Stephens, Toombs, Hill, Brown, the 
Cobbs, Lumpkins, Crawfords, Gordon and 
Hammond. There are few prominent men in 
Georgia today whose minds were not trained 
and whose opinions were not shaped within 
the time-stained walls of Georgia’s university. 

THE CHANCELLORSHIP. 

Deep interest is manifested in the approach- 
ing election of a chancellor for the university. 
This interest is extended throughout 
the state, but Athens is naturally the 
storm-center of the excitement. Here 

the home of the universiry 
and here is felt the deepest interest at its suc- 
cess. Your correspondent has earnestly en- 
deavored, from the opinions of the university’s 
friends, to forecast the result of the election. 
Everyone in Athens has an opinion on the 
subject; there is nobody to be found “on the 
fence,’’ and the fight is exclusively between 
the ‘‘favorite’’ and the "‘the field.’’ The lines are 
fairly and clearly drawn and the election is to 
be for or against Professor Harry White, who 
now admirably fills the chair of chemistry and 
is state chemist of Georgia. Professor White’s 
friends are earnestly at work in his behalf 
and are confidentthat he will be the next 
chancellor. There is no avowed candidate for 
the position, and no particular person is being 
supported in opposition to Professor White. It 
would be difficult to find anyone who combines 
the various qualifications of a chancellor as 
does Professor White, and it would be impossi- 
ble to find any one whose election would be 
more acceptable to the friends and alumni of 
the university. The students are outspoken 
in his support and the trustee who is elected 
to fill a vacancy, at the next meeting of 
alumni, will very probably be selected from 
among the friends of the professor. 
FIELD DAY. 
A, discussion of colleges affairs naturally sug- 
sts the olympic games that occur next 
day at the fair grounds. The university 

has recently inaugurated a custom of setting 
a one day each year for the observance = of 
athletic Sports and games, and the records 
made last year compare well with those of any 
of the northern colleges. The university boasts 
of theswiftest runnerin the south. and the 
Athletic association numbers among its mem- 
bers the champion boxer and all-round athlete 
of the state. On ficld day the boys will observe 
some of the old athletic sports that were 
cultivated centuries ago among the Greeks 
and Romans, and will engage in the famous 
Soottish contests of putting the shot, throwing 
the hammer, and such manly exercises. The 
fair grounds will doubtless be filled with spec- 
tators to witness the dejection of the van- 
quished and the elation of the laurel-crowned 
contestants.

He declares that 
he can do with two anda half hours’ rest a day for 
six days.

Thatis to further the nomination of 
Cleveland, stand by him on the platform of his own 
making, do alj that is possible to secure his election 
and leave tO the tuture the reforming of the tarilf, 
which, aiter all, isa matter of method and degree, 
rather than of principle. This THE CoNSTITUTION 
shall do to the best of its ability.”’ 

That seems to us a wise and patriotic conclusion. 
It is one which may be commended to democrats 
like Mr. Randall, who also do not entirely agree 
with the tariff policy of their party. If every man 
in a party should leave it unless all he wanted were 
put into the platform aud nothing ese, a party so 
composed would goto pieces atonce. The republi- 
can party was formed of democia:s who believed in 
local selt-government and low tariffs, and of whigs 
who believed in high tariffs and the federal theory 
of politics. These acted together for a certain end, 
which they believed of supreme importance—the 
limitation of the area ofslavery—and did so effect- 
ively, though they disagreed on almost all other 
public questions, 

After the war, and, in fact, until the present time, 
the republican party has hada multitude of adher- 
ents and members who did not agrce with its tariff 
or land or internal improvement poliey, who do not 
like much ofits corrupt record, but who have ad- 
hered to it because they believed that its suprematy 
in the national government was of the first import- 
ance, The numbersof these republicans, by the 
way, has very greatly decreased since 1884, because 
they have seen that their dread of democratic su- 
premacy was needless, and that President Cleveland 
and his party bave given the country an honest, 
clean and soundly patriotic administration. 

Tue CONSTITUTION rightly, as we think, believes 
that the continuance of the democratic party in 
power for another four years is of supreme impor- 
tance for the public welfare. Believing this it pro- 
poses to stand with the party and to support Mr. 
Cleveland, even though in its judgment be has 
raised and the party has taken up a question on 
which THE CONSTITUTION Goes net agree with it. 

A contem reg this as ‘‘not a cheering 
view.” We think it, on the contrary, a most cheer- 
ing and cheerful view, because we believe the course 
laid dows for itself by THe Constitution will be 
followod by all sincere democrats, and that, while 
all democrats may not unanimously favor reve- 
nue policy to which the president and the great 
mass of the party have given their approval. yet all 
will stand together in the presidential election, be- 
cause of their conviction that the first necessity for 
the country’s welfare is to keep the tic party 
in power for another four years.

COLONEL RICHARD PETERS— Parents and ¢uardiang 
should help a boy to decide what he is best jitted for.

“There is no rule that can be laid down as a guide 
forall young men who are just entering life on 
theirown hook. The avocations in life are so 
varied, and the road to suecess being accordingly 
diversified, itishard to give the advice asked. fF 
think, however, that more failures in life are ate 
tributable to the one mistake ofstarting life, ona 
line for which a person has po taste or adaptation 
than any other. A young man should be very care 
fulin choosing his trade or profession, and hig 
pareuts or guardians should help him in his de 
cision, for nine times out often, on his choice de- 
pends the suceess of his life. There are seores 
professional men who onght at this minute bc work 
ing atthe bench, or the torge, wielding a hand 
plane, or a sledge hammer, and on the other hand 
there is a proportionately large number cf mee 
chanics, blacksmith, etc., who ought to have 
adopted a professional course and who, if they had, 
would have foudd the road to success an easy oney 

In my own case, I was raised on my father’s farm, 
which I worked and managed until I was sixteen 
years old. Atthatitge I was sent to school and wag 
edueated fora eivil engineer.

I always reversed 
the old rule of ‘save the pence and the pounds will 
take care ofthemselves’ by saving the pounds and 
letiing the pennies look out for themselves and I 
have alweys found it a gved rule. I bave never yet 
run my hand in my pocket since Il way twenty yeans 
old without finding as much money there as my 
needs demanded. There is no reason why any mas 
who works should even be without moncy. Car 
lisle says the secret of all success and happiness im 
this world can be summed up and expressed in four 
letters, w-o-r-k, anda young man who would sue 
ceed would do well to keep this saying of Mr. Cay 
lisle’s before him all the time, Any man who 
works, is steady and industrious and chooses the 
line to which his inclinations and ability incline 
him, may be sure that success will crown hip 
efforts.”’ 

C. W. Hunnicutt—IJ/ working for others lookou’ 
for your employer’s interest, and when you enter a bust- 
ness of your own it will come natural tolook to your ows 
interest. Be patient, aid pile up your fortune liltle by

“If a young man would succeed he must first of aR 
learn t> be honest, and then to exercise patience 
tempered with energy and perseverence, If he isam 
employe, you can tell easily enough whether he wild 
succeed or not by watching the manner in which he 
performs his duties, If he strives todo his very best, 
especially when his employer is not watching him; 
if he puts the right amount of change in the till 
when no one sees him and he could as easi!y keep 
half or all of it; if he does not loiter when sent out 
collecting, or when going to his meals, but pays 
strict attention to his business and is alwoys to be 
found at his post, it does not take a prophet to tel 
that success will follow that boy any mor. thanit 
does to say that the sun will rise tomorrow morning 
in the east, or set in the west. A boy should nottry 
to earn just what he gets but should try to earn & 
great deal more, and in this way he will attract the 
attention of his employers—he will get all he earns, 
When I went to work I contracted to work six 
months for nothing. At the end of two months my 
emptoyers volunteered to pay me twelve dollars and 
fifty cents a month for the remaining four montns, 
When my six months were out they raised my salary 
to twenty-five dollars a month, and from time © 
time small additions were made until at the end or 
two years I was getting $62.50 a month, which was 
the largest amount paid to any clerk in Atlanta at 
the time. By and by I saved enough to go into busi- 
ness for myself, and have climbed up the hill higher 
and highereversince. The great trouble witha 
great many men who have energy and are honest 
is, a lack of perseverance. They will try first ome 
thing and then another, and before he knows it he 
has passed the meridian of life and has accomplished 
nothing. No matter what you decide to do, stick 
it. If you decide to pile up sand in the branch, do 
not get disheartened at the amount the current 
carries off, but pile up all the harder, A man neve 
made a fortune quick that it did not leave him the 
same way. ‘Slow and sure’ is an old adage, but & 
true one.”’

WITH MR. BERRY WALL, 


& TALK W 
OF NEW YORK, 


On the Subject of Dress—Why Mr. Wall 
Is Called the “‘King of the Dudes” 
Among His Associates. 


. Eivender Berry Wall, who for five years has 
been familiarly known as the king of teh 
dudes, was married a couple of months ago, as 
the public was duly informed at the time, and 
Bince then has been residing in New York with 
his wife. Mr. Wall's friends unite in declar- 
ing, after au experience of these two months 
with him, that he has been in no way changed 
by his marriage. He is precisely the same as 
@ benedict as he was in the days of his batche- 
lorhood. He spends his time pretty much in 
the same fashion, cherishes and cultivatos the 
6ame tastes and, what is more important so far 
as his kingship is concerned, wears the same 
clothes in the same effective way. He is still 
a chub man, asporting man and a man of fash- 
fon. It is understood that since his marriage 


his mother has agreed to give him an allow- | 


ance of $10,000a year, and as the young man 
is clever enougn to make considerable money 
in other ways, both on the turf and in Wall 
street and occasionally in trade, his aggregate 
income ought to be considerable. 
Young Wall talks well. He does not claim 
to read much, but he goes about among men 
who are in the swim, hears a lot of interesting 
talk and, as he apprehends a point readily and 
has a retentive memory, he is a pretty well in- 
formed man. _ So far as the matter of dress is 
concerned and the general matter of personal 
adornmen!, he looks upon it as a matter of im- 
ce. 
, Yes, I have given considerable attention to 
dress,’’ he said the other day, in conversation, 
*‘more so, probably, {than most men. One 
‘thing, I have always had a man. You have

Mr. Wall was speaking at the time in his 
rooms at the Croisic apartment-house, located 
in Twenty-second street opposite Delmonico’s. 
He is somewhat over the medium height, well 
built and has regular features, large eyes and 
dark hair somewhat inclined to curliness. —He 
‘wore a dressing jacket gray in color and 
trimmed with white braid, and dark panta- 
loons that were as unwrinkled as though they 
had just come from the tailor’s.. His open 
jacket revealed a percale shirt, light blue in 
‘color, over which fell a white silk tie embel- 
jlished with a miniature scarf pin. His feet 
were exceedingly small and the little finger of 
his right hand displayed a handsome turquoise 
iting. The only evidence about the hand- 
somely fuinished apartments of Mr. Wall’s 
taste wore two pictures on the wall of two of 
the race horses which used to belong to his 
Stable. 
**You cannot do without a man,” he contin- 
wed, aftera pause. ‘‘He irons your trousers 


when you have finished wearing them, and ‘ 


irons your hat, readyto put on. He keeps 
your wardrobe in order, in fact. T have trous- 


ers four years old which are just as good today”

*‘How are you able to get a man who can do 
all this sort of thing with entire satisfaction ?” 
(b “Well, to tell you the truth, they are infer- 
nally hard to get. But there area few of them 
around, and you have to look out for them. 
; Until within a short time, I had, perhaps, the 
best man servant | have ever heard of. I had 
,to let him go, however, because I couldn’t very 
,well afford to keep him. The man who is 
‘with me at present comes to me after I get up 
in the morning, remains for two or three hours, 
and then comes back late in the afternoon to 


help me dress for dinner. 
I tell him he can go.’’ 

‘What is the exact nature of his duties ?’’ 

“Well, he takes entire charge of my ward- 
robe, my linen, my boots. If anything needs 
looking to, why he takes the article to the 
tailor and has him put it in repair. He looks 
after what is sent to the laundry and counts 
the pieces when they come back. I don’t 
know anything about them. I don’t know 
where anything is, not even a handkerchief. 
He irons my hat, brushes my coat, looks up 
my gloves and lays out my cane. 

“I shall go out presently,”’ hesaid. ‘I am 
going over to the ‘Lambs’ to meet Wright San- 
ford there. I belong toa great manyclubs. I 
belong to the Manhattan, the Lotus and the 
Lambs. I usually go out to the club about 
half an hour before midnight and stay there 
foratime. If I went to bed early I couldn’t 
sleep.’’ 

“What did you think of the newspaper arti- 
cles describing or pretending, to describe the 
clothes you wore on various days last fall, and 
comparing them with the raiment of Bob Hil- 
liard, the actor?’’ | 

“I didn’t think anything about them par- 
ticularly. I didn’t mind them. I don’t mind 
anything the newspapers say. I’ve got tired 
of doingso. Of course, it is ridiculous de- 
scribing Bob’s clothes. Yes, I know Bob. I’ve 
known him for years. He is an exceedingly 
nice fellow, but I shouldn’t think from what I 
can see casually in the street that he has very 
much of a wardrobe.”’ 

“When were you first called King of the 
Dudes, Mr. Wall?” 

“Oh, five or six years ago, down at Long 
Branch. There was a newspaper man down 
there running a little weekly paper called the 
Surf, or som* such name, who began attacking 
me and commenting on my dress, and natural- 
ly I resented it.

**Yes, I went in for racing for a time and did 
considerable at it. There is money in the 
business if it is looked after properly, but it 
has to be given strict attention or it won’t pan 
out.”’ 

“You will spend your summer about as 
usual ?”’ 

“Ob, yes; I shall not make any very great 
change in my ordinary arrangements. I shall 
go down to Long Branch at the beginning of 
the season, and stay there foratime. I don’t 
like Long Branch as much as L used to like it. 
It’s so near New York that a great many ple- 
beians go there. About the end of June or the 
bevinning of July I shall go up to Saratoga 
and probably remain there for the remainder 
of the season. I sha’nt go to Europe this 
year.” 

When Mr. Wall first came back from his 
wedding trip he had rooms at the St. James 
hotel. Later on, however, he moved over to 
the Croisic. The rooms of his apartment on 
the first floor overlook Twenty-sixth street. 
He spends his early evenings here with his 
young wife as a general thing, but late in the 
afternoon is always to be found, as of old, in 
the New York Club. If the early evenings 
are not spent ia his apartments, he is very apt 
to attend the theater with his wife, and, as be- 
fore his marriage, is usually to be distinguished 
in the first-night crowds at important perform- 
ances. His friends thought that his marriage 
would certainly spoil him in more ways than 
one, but particularly so far as his reputation 
for fashion was concerned. But up to the 
present writing, at least, he is still, in the esti- 
m tion of the fashionable youths of Now York, 
the King of the Dudes.

THE DOWN-TRODDEN NEGRO. 


A Few Remarks About the Way He Is 
Treated in the Southern States. 
Luke Sharp, in Detroit Free Press. 

What a splendid time a man would have in 
this world if he would only attend to his own 
business and keep out of what doesn’t concern 
him! 

The truth of this has often appeared plain to 
me when it was too late. 

One evening I entered the smoking car of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia, Georgia and 
something else railroad at Atlanta. The train 
was going north when it started, and so was I. 
Four men had possession of the car and they, 
too, were going north. The four evidently 
knew each other and seemed to belong to the 
same party. They had been down south for 
three weeks, and I could see that they knew 
a great deal more about southern questions 
than people who had lived there all their 
lives. The spokesman of the party was par- 
ticularly severe on the southern people for 
their treatment of the negro. 

Now, here was where I came in. It was 
none of my business at all. I was responsible 
neither for the southern people nor the negro. 
I bad only been three weeks in the south 
myself, and the chances were I was just as 
ignorant on the questions under discussion as 
the big man who had his shoes off. He had 
settled himself comfortably for the night, and 
had his stockinged feet up on the seat in front 
of him. He held forth in a loud yoice on the 
wrongs of the colored man. 

“Where did you get all your information 
about the troubles of the negro?” I asked. 

“Get it? Why, by keeping my eyes and 
ears open, of course. I’ve been nearly a month 
down here.”’ 

‘“‘So have I; but I haven’t seen any down 
treading.’’ 

FE in ng you didn’t want to.”’ 

“I think very likely you are right. You, of 
course, left the north with no prejudice one 
way or the other?’’ 

‘“‘No, sir. I wanted to see things as they 
are. I’ve seen enough to satisfy me that the 
negro has no show down here. He is bull- 
dozed at elections and——”’ 

‘Oh, you have seen an election then? You 
were lucky. I wanted to, but there were none 
going on in the part where I was.’”’ 

‘‘No, I didn’t see an election, but I heard 
lots about ’em.’’ 

“That's a different thing. Who gave you 
the information ?’’ 

‘‘Now, see here; do you think I’m on the 
witness stand? You’re evidently some cussed 
democrat who don’t want to tind out—the 
truth.”’ 

“Yes. And you? You’re a democrat, too, 
of course ?”’ 

“T’d shoot myself if I wete.”’ 

“There you have the whole thing. I came 
down here with my mind warped one way and

He knows it; he 
feels it. He sees it is useless to struggle for, 
his rights, and he is trying to make the best of 
it, poor fellow.”’ 

At this moment the car door opened and a 

It was still ten minutes 
efore the time of leaving Atlanta. The 

policeman was evidently an official. He was 
a tall man with a severe look that meant busi- 
ness, and had an official strap on his shoulder.

Some Random Notes on the Mock- 
ing Bird. 


Written for the Constitution. 
I. 

I aan not disposed to confess that the mock- 
ing-bird, whose curiously delightful perform- 
ances have suggested these random notes, is in 
lany respect an exceptional representative of 
his species. { am writing about him in self- 
defense and by way of retaliation. I have a 
distinct impression that he made me the sub- 
ject of serious contemplation and ultimate 
criticism long before my interest in his per- 
formances was specially aroused. -We are the 
Joint occupants of a suburban garden, and, 
thus far, no trouble has arisen between us; 
but Iam convinced that the bird’s title is better 
than mine. I make the admission the more 
freely since I have reason to believe he has a 
fine scorn for such procedures as result in writs 
of ejectment. He has a habit of steadying 
himself, using his long tail as a balancing pole, 
mpon the swaying top of a young cedar near 
the veranda, and from that point of view 
examining me with critical eyes. Occasion- 
ally, at the remembrance of soime grievance, 
doubtless, his headfeathers will become ruffled, 
and, at such times, his attitude is strikingly 
belligerent; but-is only for amoment. He 
recovers his serenity immediately, and con- 
tinues his investigations with the generous 
impartiality so becoming to an earnest seeker 
after knowiedge. I would like to know what 
his conclusions are-—principally because they 
are unbiased. I am not prepared to say that 
his opinions are of no importance. His exam- 
ination, which has been carried on at intervals 
the whole season through, has been marked by 
too many symptoms of acute intelligence not 
to be worthy of consideration. I would rather, 
for instance, meet the approbation of this im- 
partially critical bird than earn the effusive 
praise of my neighbor, who sends over to 
borrow a basket of grapes in order to have the 
pleasure of inquiring after my health. Am I 
unjust to my neighbor in this? I think not. 
In the first place, my neighbor Jacks the gift 
of song. 1 have heard him try to exercise this 
Jack, and I speak from the fulness of dearly- 
bought knowledge. In the second place, if 
the bird has formed an unfavorable opinion, 
as he probably has, (his judgment not being 
confused by the various interpretations of the 
moral code that are made to fit individual], and 
even national, notions and characteristics), he 
judiciously keeps it to himself. Under similar 
~circumstances, I am not by any means sure, 
my neighbor would be as generously reserved. 
Indeed, I have a conviction that he has already 
made me the subject of injudicious criticism 
in spite of the state of my health and the 
extent of my grape crop, and this conviction 
impresses me with the necessity of ircating 
him as he treats me, with that grave and 
gracious politeness which is the mark ag‘@#our 
true gentleman the world over. 

It is not to be denied that the bird has the 
advantage of my neighbor in this—that no 
custom compels him to be social, and, not 
being social, he is under no necessity of gossip- 
ing about his acquaintances. Even his mimicry 
is not ridicule. In the case of my neighbor, 
who is not different in this respect from other 
people’s neighbors, the custom of herding 
together, which was established by his bar- 
barian ancestors, has developed into what we 
choose to call society; which may be more 
accurately described as a school of gossip and 
criticism, wherein your neighbor and mine, 
bent upon arousing interest and attracting 
attention, delicately unveils and exposes the 
poor, bony anatomy of our follies. It should 
be borne in mind, moreover, that, in this 
respect, one neighbor is no better than another 
neighbor; we are our neighbor’s neighbors, as 
neighborly from his standpoint as he from 
our’s. A very entertaining topic suggests 
itself here, but I have no inclination to pursue 

your neighbor and mine through the various 
me ycies of barbarism that have intervened since

If. 

It is not improbable that the mocking-bird, 
upon whose preserves I*have been trespassing 
for a year or more, may carry his critical in- 
vestigation far beyond the limits of true polite- 
ness. I should certainly resent—mentally at 
deast—such persistent and studied observation 
on the part of the neighbor who borrows 
grapes, But, somehow, there seems to be a 
certain subtile flattery in the attitude of the 
bird, which is ample compensation for what- 
ever blushes he may put me to. Moreover, 
there is that larger compensation which he 
gives in song, for, almost invariably, when he 
has seemed tosatisfy himself that I have made 
no perceptible advance in the direction of that 
high civilization of which he is the type, he 
assumes an attitude of rapturous repose, and, 
forthwith, improvises a most entrancing con- 
cert, providing, with indescribable art, num- 
berless arias and choruses, to say nothing of 
the refrains, trills and exquisite little passages 
that flutter and fall from the body of the song 
$n most surprising profusion. This, I beg the 
reader to believe, is not the language of eulogy, 
but of observation—albeit no language is 
capable of giving more than a faint idea of the 
infinite variety and sweetness of the mocking- 
bird's song. 

Not infrequently he will go galloping through 
the mazes of his mimicry as if to show that his 
memory is as nimble and as perfect as his 
technical skill. At other times he will pursue 
his song through a variety of pauses, more or 
less tantalizing, with the lazy indifference of a 
master who is seemingly careless because he 
knows his art so thoroughly. Occasionally, 
in the midst of a brilliant overture he will 
suddeniy mount straight into the air, turn a 
complete somersault, and drop back upon his 
perch without pausing in his song. When 
this occurs, the practical observer knows that 
some golden-winged bug has beén swept into 
this smal! whirlpool of music. At other times 
he will shift his position from the cedar to the 
poplar, then to the china trée, and thence to 
the chimney-top. If the season be spring, 
rothing seems to delight him more than to fly 
lazily over the pink-and-white expanse of 
orchard-blooms, singing as he goes. If tho 
season be early summer, the observer will be 
astonished to see the bird drop from his musica] 
heights to the warm grass beneath and run 
daintily along, pausing occasionally to spread 
his wings and fold them again. If you are 
unable to account for this singular perform- 
ance, Some convenient Uncle Remus will tell 
you that the bird is engaged in “skeerin’ up 
gtass'oppers,”” a statement that is at least 
plausible. I am disposed to beliove, however, 
that this maneuver is one of the various symp- 
toms of the bird’s honeymoon, and that, as 
such, it ought to commend him to the respect- 
ful consideration, if not the sympathies, of the 
general public. 

There are occasions when the genuine humor 
of the mocking-bird is a source of wonder as 
well as delight. Today he will go through his 
performance with great sobriety and discre- 
tion. Tomorrow he will return to his orchestra 
Spparentiy in a state of great excitement 
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which finds expression in sudden quirks of the 
body and unexpected movements of the tail. 
Every motion seems to say: “Yesterday was a 
comparatively dull day with me. I feel better 
now, and I think we ought to have some fun.” 
With that he will fall to, and, with surprising 
rapidity and effectiveness, reproduce the char- 
acteristic notes of the hundred and one little 
warblers and whistlers that flit and hide in *%« 
thickets and swamps— some of them no bigger 
than your thumb. 


ITl. 

There is something extremely pitiful in the 
readiness with which the mocking-bird adapts 
himself to the needs of those who are cruel 
enough to transfer him from the boundless 
freedom of orchard and grove to the narrow 
limits of a wire cage; and it is the more pitiful 
because the adaptation is apparent and not 
real. Unfortunately, he retains in captivity 
just enough of the flavor of his wild traits to 
captivate the thoughtless. He furnishes an 
excuse for the cruelty of those who sentence 
him to imprisonment. The delightful ardor 
and trickery of his song may have vanished ; 
the gloss of his plumage may have disappeared ; 
his feathers may be worn, and soiled, and be- 
draggled ; his tail, the rudder and compass of 
his flight, may have dropped out to complete 
the unliappy symmetry of intolerable circum- 
stances; but his air, his attitude, and some of 
his antics still retain an unmistakable flavor 
of the woods. We have here a characteristic 
combination of the protests of evolution and 
the compensations of nature—a combination 
which is at once a tribute to the philosophers 
and a defense of those humble souls who are 
content to take things as they find them, pro- 
vided what they find is worth the trouble. 
Benumbed, bedraggled and worn out by cap- 
tivity, fluttering always in the direction of 
liberty, your caged mocking-bird still posseses 
attractions for those who are satisfied with 
such poor, faded reminescences of nature as 
may be comfortably sheltered in the back- 
parlor. Ihave fio doubt the back-parlor is 
important as.a link between the barbarism of 
civilization and the enlightenment of human 
nature ; but how forlorn are its manifestations! 
And forlornest of all is the voor mocking- 
bird that flutters and sings all day against the 
wires of its cage, and wakes to fiuiter and 
sing in the night. The evolution of captivity 
(Ihsuppose it may be called such) which de- 
prives the tame bird of its beauty of plumage, 
its length of tail and its strength of wing, 
necessarily affects the purity, and sweetness, 
and range of its song. The flute, with all its 
wonderful stops, and®runs, and variations is | 
trimmed down to the compass of a fife—a very } 
affective fife, to be sure, but only a fife. The: 
song is limited by the bird’s limited expe- 
rience, and its range is painfully circum- 
scribed; but the limitations of the cagod bird 
are not more pitiful than the limitations of 
those who haye no opportunity to study the 
mocking-bird at his best—as he appears in the 
orchards and gardens of the south. 


IV. 

Tt is a pleasure to defend the mocking-bird 
against the insinuations and misrepresenta-’ 
tions of the pocts. These, even atthe height 
of their frenzy, seem to miss the substantial 
qualities and characteristics that’ eommend 
the bird to his friends and acquaffgances. | 
They fetch him into their verses with no! 
thought of the seriousness of the undertaking, 
and leave him entangledina massof senti- 
mental rhymes and inappropriate metaphors. 
Ouc of these poets, utterly mistaking the na- 
ture and intention of the bird’s humor, calls 


him a ‘‘motley jester,’’ and another, With a dis- . 


play of delicate nonsense, alludes to him as ‘‘a 
winged Ariel.’”?’ When he threatens to dis- 
turb metre (that might be strengthened by a 
little disturbance) he figures as the ‘‘mock- 
bird,’’and it seems to me thatasysiem of mali- 
cious elimination could go no further than this. , 
I have sometimes thought that if Walt Whit-, 
man could have had an opportunity of study- 
ing the mocking-bird where he is seen at his 
best the gray-poct, in the midst of his rnde and 
ruthless suggestions, might give the rare song- 
ster his proper place in poetry; but Whit- 
nan is growing old, and the poets with falset- 
to voices and keen commercial qualities are 
settingupa shrill clamor in the alley-ways, 
crying out that they have discovered more im- 
portance ina bagof sunflower seed than in 
4° vast procession of humanity that goes 

arching along the thoroughfares. If the 
pulsing stream of humanity attracts little or 
no attention, what hope is there for the mock- 
ing-bird?. There is this consolation: Should 
the poets happen to drop their pond-lilies and 
their sunflower seed in front of the bird, he 
would shake his fastidious beak and go off in 
search of an wxsthetic bug with yaregated 
wings. 

Touching somewhat abruptly (and perhaps 
inaptly) upon surmises that are vague enough 
to have come tous by way of the apple-orch- 
ards of Concord, I have often wondered 
whetherthe lives of some of our wisest and 
best would not have been fuller of purpose— 
fuller, at least, of a more genial purpose—and 


productive of results more sweeely. human, | 


had their surroundings been fortified by a 
hedge of Cherokee roses fall of mocking-birds. 
May it not be that Carlyle’s environment (if I 
may thusat haphazard use the term) lacked just 
this element—the delicate flavor of restful en- 
joyment and composure—satisfaction tickled 
into warmth-—that must inevitably become a 
part of the experience of those who areina 
position to study the mocking-bird without re- 
gard to time or technicalities? Ihave some- 
times fancied (and I recognize it as a mere 
fancy) that the intellectual profile which 
Emerson presents, even to those who are wise 
enough to call him master, is a trifle cold in 
its outline. fancy, whim, or what not, phi- 
losophy, nor poetry, nor humor would have 
suffered any loss had fate or circumstances 
sent a flock of mocking-birds fluttering and 
singing through Emerson’s early spring. One 
may wonder what new and entrancing caprice 
of gentleness would have manifested itself in 
the writings of Elia, had a mocking-bird 
perched day after day upon the chimney-pots 
within hearing of the dingy desks of the East 
Indian company. It is probably that, in the 
presence of this bird, Thoreau would have 
neglected, for whole days, the eontemplation 
of his owr conceits, and, under similar con- 
ditions, doubtless Walt Whitman would have 
been so completely won by a melodious inten- 
tion that no carping critic could rise and pro- 
test that his verses are not set to the marvel- 
ous tunes of nature. I express no dissatisfac- 
tion with these generous purveyors of wisdom, 
humor and poetry when I contend that their 
purposes would have been strengthened and 
sweetened by an environment made musical by 
the mocking-bird. Iam not disposed to even 
suggest criticism. What they have done is 
good enough as it is, but it is neither unnatu- 
ral nor untimely to regret that their geograph- 
izal limitations were suchas to exclude the 
mocking-bird from their dreams. 


Vv. 

There is practically no limit to the variety of 
the mocking-bird’s song. Its range seems to 
be boundless. He is the Shakspeare of birds; 
he not only sounds every note that is heard in 
the woods, but what he appropriates he im- 
proves upon. He gives new meanfng to the 
stutter of the summer red-bird, and adds new 
melody to the plaintive note of the wood-robin. 
His wonderful faculty of interpretation invests 
the whistle of the black-bird with a certain in- 
describable pathos that cannot, by any effort. 
of the imagination, be traced to the black-bird 
itself. How infectious the incongruity which 
accompanies his reproduction of the spring 
note of the blue jay! This note is not the 
coarse call commonly associated with the jay, 
aud from which the bird derives its name. It 


| # comical, but not unmusical sound, suggest. | Ps 
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ive of an attempt to swallow or smothera 
shrill whistle, and is accompanied by a series 
of unexpectedly emphatic bows. These bows 
the mocking-bird makes no attempt to imitate, 
for he is not the foolish jester the thoughtless 
poets would make him out tobe. He repro- 
duces the note with surprising vivacity and 
distinctness, and I am perfectly willing to ad- 
mit that the contrast between his polished 
style and the curious evolutions of the blue 
jay is not altogether free from a suggestion of 
rather broad humor. At the same time, I con- 
tend that it is real humor, and not buffoonery. 
Running through and through his song, and 
blending curiously with whatever antics he 
may choose to perform—and some of them are 
surprising enough—such contrasts and incon- 
gruities as this become identified with the bird 
itself, investing him with a flavor of real hu- 
mor that never ceases to be delightful. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the mocking- 
bird has no notes of his own, albeit he is some- 
what capricious in using them. At night, and 
on rare occasions in the daytime, they serve as 
little interludes to the wonderful mimicry with 
which he fills the air. They come in the pauses. 
and transitions of this woodland Shakspeare’s 
vocal verse. Beginning with the rarely heard 
note of the joree—a swamp-bird of lonely and 
pecu'iar habits~—he will reproduce with be- 
wildering rapidity the cry of the cat-bird, the 
whistle of the tly-catcher, the warble of tle 
oriole, the challenge of the king-bird, and the 
call of the killdeer, temporarily closing the 
concert with an imitation of his own nestlings. 
There is no haste in the performance, and no 
part of it is slurred over. Most frequently it 
proceeds in a leisurely way calculated to tanta- 
lize the enthusiastic listener. Each note is 
distinct, and each is invested with some occult 
quality of attractiveness it never possessed be- 
fore. If all this mimicry is mechanical and 
unconscious, how does it happen that the 
mocking-bird never reproduces his own note of 
distress? I have listened for this early and 
late, but always in vain. He gives his note of 
warning and alarm, but not his note of distress. 
The latter is never heard until all attempts to 
drive intruders away from his nest have failed. 
It is a note difficult to describe, but if a low 
whistling sound be given to the first two sylla- 
bles of durivage, something remotely resembing 
the bird’s note of distress will be the result. 
Its tone is subdued and mournful, and it is im- 
possible to conceive of any other sound in bird- 
language that so nearly compels a pathetic in- 
terpretation. 

That it las no effect on those who make it a 
business to rob the mocking-bird of his young 
is only another evidence of the fact that hu- 
man beings are capable of any form of deprav- 
ity. Itis only fair to say, however, that this 
particular manifestation of depravity has been 
fostered and cultivated by the demands of 
those who are willing to buy the young birds. 
As long as there is a market for the birds this 
depravity will continne to manifest itself, and 
the final extinction of the species is only a 
question of time, 

Wherever man builds, there the mocking- 
bird builds also. Civilization, eyen in its 
rudest forms, proves an irresistible attraction. 
The bird utterly refuses to make his home in 
the wilderness, but he builds his nest and en- 
deavors to rear his young under the eye of man. 
The cedar, the rose-bush, the young pine and 
the orchard trees are his abiding-places. He 
shows no disposition to conceal his nest and he 
never builds it out of reach of the vagrant and 
iminoral wretches who make it their business 
to appropriate the young birds. In some of 
the cities and villages of the south wise mu- 
nicipal enactments place these nest-robbers in 
the category with other criminals, but however 
wise these laws may be in intention, they are 
clumsily executed and fail to afford adequate 
protection to this most attractive of all song- 
birds. 

Vi. 

The songs of the cat-bird and thrush are not 
without their special claim, but it is rank 
injustice to compare these modest songsters 
with the mocking-bird. Thecomparison, how- 
ever, is inevitable. It is inevitable, because 
the mocking-bird, if he be worthy of the name, 
has a peculiarly piquant way of analyzing the 
notes of both the cat-bird and thrush. The 
song of the cat-bird consists of a series of 
modest little trills, rendered with considerable 
sweetness and vivacity, and repeated over and 
over again. These little trills the mocking- 
bird reproduces with almost thrilling precisicn, 
but pauses indolently now and then as though 
expecting to hear a protest from the cherry 
tree, or from some leafy retreat. eSometimes 
he will give a part of the cat-bird’s song, and 
then, without warning, give the curr of the 
woodpecker and the twitter of the chimney- 
swallow, returning carelessly and casually to 
his first intention. 

The effect of such a brilliant travesty is 
comical in the extreme, but it is, I protest, 
thoroughly genteel in all its aims and bearings. 
It is the art of a critic who is also a humorist, 
and who, by reason of this special gift, is able 
to point out a moral by means of contrasts and 
incongruities. Without divesting the notes‘of 
the cat-bird and thrush of their origina] melody 


(improving upon it, indeed) the mocking-bird 


takes them to pieces, shows their mechanism, 
and quotes extracts from the notve-books of 
other birds by way of comparison. And it is 
not a thankless task. Those who admire the 
vivacity of the cat-bird or thesweet composure 
of the thrush will be glad to know that what is 
best in the songs of each is carefully preserved 
by the melodious memory of the mocking-bird, 
and any lack of earnestness is more than com- 
pensated for by a certain brilliancy of execu- 
tion which can only be negatively described. 
VII. 

From April to December, with the excep- 
tion of the latter partof August and the first 
weeks of September, these mocking-bird con- 
certs continue. The bird which has honored 
me with his presence and patronage upon the 
suburban place which is his by right and mine 
by sufferance, raised two‘broods last year, one 
hatching in May and the other in July. In 
October the May birds had made considerable 
progress in their operatic studies. Their per- 
formance was limited by their experience, 
however, and the experimental character of 
their songs was made manifest by the fact that 
they sang in covert, and not from the topmost 
boughs of the trees. During some of the 
warmer days in December, I was able, by the 
exercise of great care and patience, to hear 
the July birds singing in a dreamy whisper on 
the sunny side of the China tree. Their notes 
were barely audible, producing a mere whis- 
pering thread of song—am.echo of some lost 
trill that somehow seemed to become identified 
with the ghostly rustle of the dead leaves. 

I am inclined to believe that the autumn 
performances of the mocking-bird are more 
picturesque than his spring concerts, particu- 
larly if the season, as frequently happens at 
the south, has a hint of spring, as well as a 
touch of summer, combined with the mellow 
maturity of the fall. His restlessness is the 
refinement of the humor which we see crudely 
and coarsely developed in the antics of the 
circus clown who runs around doing every- 
thing and yet doing nothing. He flies from 
tree to tree singing little snatches of song, 
delightful reminders of the moods of spring. 
He makes little excursions in the air in all 
directions, and, returning, drops upon the 
burnt-out grass on the terraces, whereon he 
runs nimbly, lifting now and again his white- 
flecked wings as if to mock the memory of his 
April ardors. Growing more composed as the 
W@ern@on wanes, he resumes his position in 
topof the poplar, a point of view from 
h he\can safely witness the development 

Sometimes the vagrant wind, 
his mood, will send a flake \of 
uuptohim. Perhaps he ecognize 
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| the messenger and understands the message. 


Springing into the air and poising gracefully 
for a moment, he will seize the thistledown 
and bear it away to his perch, where he sits 
and swings with a curious air of demureness. 
Presently he tosses the thistledown thought- 
fully aside, watching it attentively as it slowly 
sails away. Then, when it has beeome a mere 
ghost of a speck in the sky, he will flutter after 
it, pursuing it with song and wing across the 
rchards and over the fields. 

It is impossible for a thoughtful observer to 
view disinterestedly these traits that are 80 
nearly allied to the caprices of the human 
mind. For my part, I am painfully aware of 
the fact that my acquaintances are not as 
attractive as the-bird. Their petty little ex- 
periences, or their petty little lack of expe- 
riences, as the case may be, rise between us as 
a wall, and upon each particular wall an obtru- 
sive personality, more or less offensive, is 
alwayson guard. Even the sociability of these 
acquaintances is one phase of war. When you 
meet your neighbor he draws forth, witha fine 
flourish, his capital I, and you draw yours, and 
there is a terrific struggle as to which capital 
I shall gain the advantage. When a person 
has courage enough to get from behind his 
capital I, and the knack of telling of the 
wonderful sights beyond, his contemporaries, 
with one accord, cry out that he is a man of 
imagination; and yet, the mocking-bird, with 
no difficulty of this sort to contend against, has 
never been made much of by critic or by his- 
torian. This is probably owing to the 2 that 
neither the one nor the other is particularly 
interested in showing that egotism is not & 
necessary accompaniment of individuality. 


VIII. 

There are nights and nights. That is tosay, 
there are nights when the mocking-bird sings 
and nights when he is silent. These are his 
singular advantages: the night, as well as the 
day, is all his own, and he sings only when the 
mood isupon him. Such privileges as these 
are inestimable. Of the twenty-four hours, 
gentle reader, how few are your own! You 
must sleep, you must eat, you must work, you 
must calculate and contrive, and you must 
make all the alarming sacrifices that society 
demands. You cannot be said to have the 
evening for your own, for the probability is 
that the young ladies of the neighborhood bang 
their pianos as vigorously as they do their 
hair; and even if there is no chorus of pianos, 
you will doubtless hear your neighbor across 
the way drag his chair from the supper-table 
to the piazza, and your sense of freedom and 
possession (which the male and female hyste- 
rians call loneliness) is seriously embarrassed. 
The most offensive trespassers are those who 
never set foot On your domain, and you feel 
that your neighbor is trampling upon your 
rights. The screen of morning-glory vines, 
the hedge of roses and the stone wall between 
you do not serye to render his presence !oss 
aggressive.
